This matter 
has been referred to the Intercollegi- 
ate Union, and as a considerable a- 
mount of correspondence will have to 
pass before a decision can be reached, 
it is Improbable that this rather dif- 
ficult, and touchy point will be set- 
tled for nt least a week. As far as 
could be judged from Varsity's atti- 
tude on Saturday night, they agreed 



that if there were any doubt on the 
matter, it should be investigated. 

On both nights, the work done by 
all teams showed very marked im- 
provement on any previous competi- 
tions, and the spirit throughout was 
of the best sporting type— may the 
beat man win.

Fann his Explorer will Speak 
Under Royal Patronage 

Probably the greatest men who has 
come to Montreal to lecture for many 
months will be heard tonight at the 
Windsor Hall. This is, of course, 
(.'apt. Roald Amundsen, the discover- 
er of the South Pole. That tonight's 
lecture will be worth hearing is, of 
course, too obvious almost to be 
mentioned. The enormous enthusiasm 
with which he was welcomed in Lon-,' 
don and New York when he delivered j 
his lectures there amply testifies to I 
the fact that ('apt. Amundsen's ab-j 
ility as a lecturer is second only to 
his wonderful ability as an arctic ex- 
plorer. 

but not only will Capt. Amuiids?n's 
lecture be interesting on account of 
the wonderful tale which he has to 
tell of the tprrors of the Antarctic 
barrier, the bitter cold, the yawning 
crevasses and the perilous mountains 
all of which he successfully overcame, 
but also for another even deeper rea- 
son, ('apt. Amundsen was for years 
a friend of the late Capt. Scott, 
whose tragic death has filled the 
wholp world with sorrow. Not only 
were they close friends, but also the 
chief rivals for the honour of discov- 
ering the pole. There is certainly no 
other man in this world who under- 
stands as does Capt. Amundsen the 
dltliculties that confronted Captain 
Scott, and who realizes the terrible 
force of the Antarctic blizzard that 
Anally overcame the heroic little 
bund of Knglish explorers. And bo 
tonight's lecture will be doubly in- 
teresting since Capt. Amundsen is 
going to talk about Scott. 

Resides discovering the south pole, 
('•apt. Amundsen has also achieved 
many other remarkable explorations 
in polar regions. He was the first 
successful navigator of the North 
West passage and the discoverer of 
the North Magnetic Pole. He is now 
planning to add a visit to the North I 
Pole to the list of his achievements. 

His lecture this evening will b« il- 
lustrated with many beautiful color-

INCOMES COMPARED 
OF UNIVERSITIES ON 
AMcRIGAN CONTINENT 



Mineeota $2,680,000; the University of 
Wisconsin $2,120,000. Cornell Univer- 
sity, Ithaca, reported total receipts 
of over three million dollars with a 
net income available for current ex- 
penses of about a million and a hall. 
Most of the American Universities 
American Colleges are Large j ar c State-aided, and a number of 

them receive Government aid aB well. 
Several State-aided institutions are 
in the million-dollar class the princi- 
ple ones being the University of Mich- 
igan ; income $1,343,000 the Ohio 
State University, with $1,011,000, 
and the University of California, with 
11,711,000. The latter had an addi- 
tional half million from private bene- 
factions. The State of Iowa supporte 



ly State Aided 

Some very interesting facts about 
University incomes have recently 
come to light. The Universities over 
the line have much greater incomes, 
generally speaking, than those here. 
For example, the University of Illin- 
ois bad an income during 1911-12 of 



University rank with a combined in- 
come of over two million dollars. 

When the State's contribution is 
large, the Government only supplies 
a small amount, anil vice versa. Ill- 
inois meets the Government's $80,000 
with nearly two million dollars from 
the State Treasurry,, and most 
States give to higher éducation a 
greater sum than they receive from 
the United States Government. On 
the other hand, a few States rely to 
a considerable extent upon the Gov- 
ernment bounty. 

In some of the larger State-aided 
Universities, tuition (ess from stu- 
dents have become an important fac- 
tor in the annua) income. Thus the 
Massachusetts Institute of TeCbnol 
ogy, though aided somewhat by 
State and National Government, de- 
pends for the bulk of its Income upon 
the student's tees and upon private 
funds : Cornell University received 
nearly ball a million from each of 
three sources, namely, students' fees, 
productive funds, and State appro- 
priations. 

Then on comparing this state of 
affairs with the state in Canada, we 
find the following in the report of 
President R, A. Falconer : — 
' "Notwithstanding the generosity of 
the Government to the University of 
Toronto, the Hoard is endeavouring 
to do more work with a smaller In- 
come than any other institution on 
the Continent. While the Uni- 
versity of Toronto is the largest on 
the continent, it receives less from 
the Province than any of those that 
compare with it in stixe receive ln> 
their States, and the cost per stu 
I dent Is lowest in Toronto," 

For the year 1911, Varsity's 
corns was about $840,000 
same period, the expenses were $770,1 
000, and the number of students 4,044 
Queen's income for the year was $106, 
800; ami the number of studeuts 1,612 
During the same period McGill's re- 
venue wns $770,000 and the expendi- 
tures $830,000, the number of stu- 
dents 2,294. That was the year of 
the canvass which is expected to fetid 
an additional income of about $100, 
000 per year. 

It may be interesting to note that 
while Toronto getB $7. r )0,000 from the 
Ontario authorities, McGill gets only 
$25.000 from the Province of Quebec. 
Thus Toronto with not double the 
number of students, gets 2r.O times 
the grant, that McGIII gets. Also in 
1911, 'Varsity got $240,000 from fees 
alone.
